This is the Notice of Allowance for application number 10/589,071 ON-BOARD 
GASEOUS FUEL TANK MODULE, filed on 8/9/06. Claims 2-10 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason is that the prior art does not teach wherein the cylindrical tank unit 
comprises an inner shell unit, and an outer shell of fiber reinforced polymer which 
covers the inner shell unit; the pin hole is defined by a pin hole formed body; the pin 
hole formed body is embedded in the outer shell unit and comprises a cylindrical body 
in which the pin hole is in an open end thereof and a mounting flange residing at the 
closed end of the cylindrical body and joined to the inner shell unit; and the open end 
face of the cylindrical body is flush with an outer surface of the outer shell unit or 
wherein and left and right side frames which are adapted to be positioned and fixed on- 
board in a vehicle; a pin on one of the left and right side frames adapted to fit into the 
pin hole to position and align the tank with the frame; and front and rear frames 
connected to the left and right side frames whereby the tank is configured to be installed 
horizontally on-board or wherein the pin hole has no inlet or outlet for gaseous fuel and 
has a smooth inner surface.
